Educator,  Taylor,  Tells 


World  of  Uc 

Tlie  world  of  the  American  stu- 
dent was  discussed  by  Thursday’s 
forum  speaker,  educator  Dr.  Har- 
old Taylor. 

“If  we  were  sufficiently  educa- 
ted, the  different  perceptions  of 
the  world  seen  by  people  would 
be  the  same  as  it  is.'  As  it  is,” 
he  continued,  “each  , of  us  sees 
the  world  differently. 

“VVE  HAVE  LOST  touch  with 
one  another  in  our  society  be- 
cause of  the  complexity,  over  or- 
ganization,. self  desires  and  need 
for  approval,”  he  said. 

DR.  TAYLOR  expressed  deep 
concern  over  the  development  of 
technilogical  powers  which  im- 
posed upon  students  a standard- 
ized program  of  education.

Laughter:  The  Wonder  Drt  If 


For  many  years  I have  enjoyed  laughter  and  n

ing  people  laugh.  It  is  only  recently  that  my  curio:  i 
impelled  me  to  find  out  what  effects  this  laughter  ■ 
having  on  myself  and  others.  1 found  that  in  rec 
years  scientists  have  done  considerable  research 
laughter  and  have  made  some  startling  discoveries: 

MENTAL  AND  PHYSICAL  HEALTH 

The  Educational  Committee  of  Illinois  State  Mjp 
ical  Society  stated:  “If  people  would  laugli  more,  tl 
* could  actually  laugh  off  many  I 
their  minor  mental  and  phys:'' 
ills.” 

The  late  James  J.  Walsh,  foi 
er  director  of  Fordham  Univ 
sity’s  School  of  Sociology,  and  o ( 
er  authorities  feel  that  health  actually  varies  accord  ;* 
to  tile  amount  of  laughter,  so  does  recovery  from  c 
ease.  In  other  words,  he  who  laughs,  lasts. 

Tests  show  that  laughter  relaxes  tension  ir 
more  than  nine  persons  out  of  ten.  Dr.  Harold  Link, 
noted  psychiatrist,  has  made  some  studies  hetweer 
the  relation  of  laughter  to  mental  health.  “My  in- 
vestigation shows,”  says  Doctor  Link,  “that  where 
mental  and  nervous  disorders  are  concerned,  laugh- 
ter ranks  as  the  most  inexpensive — and  the  most  ef- 
fective— wonder  drug.”  Indeed  he  says,  “I  have 
found  that  the  easier  it  is  to  make  a patient  laugh, 
the  easier  it  is  to  cure  him.” 

I remember  one  psychiatrist  who  became  so  famo  . 
that  all  the  world  beat  a psychopath  to  his  door. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  BREAKDOWN 

Doctor  Link  makes  it  clear  that  one  of  the  be 
ways  to  insure  against  pliysical  or  nei-vous  breakdo^  i 
is  to  cultivate  the  habit  of  laugliter.  He  stresses  t 
fact  that  one  hearty  laugh  has  a greater  therapeui 
effect  than  a hundred  nervous  giggles.  (Take  nol 
girls!) 

DIGESTION 

The  noted  medical  researcher  Dr.  Edward  Podolsltfa 
make  an  interesting  study  on  laugliter  and  digestio 
lie  concluded  that  any  good  robust  full-bodied  laugh  n 
only  acts  as  a tonic  on  the  brain  and  nervous  system,  bi 
also  steps  up  the  flow  of  gastric  juices,  assuring  mo‘ 
complete  digestion. 

One  leading  West  Coast  specialist  has  his  ulc 
patients  clip  the  most  humorous  jokes  they  can  find 
be  read  aloud  at  the  dinner  table.  I once  heard  of  a 
ulcer  patient  defined  as  an  individual  wlio  mountai 
climbs  over  molehills.

BLOOD  PRESSURE 
Studies  by  Dr  Walsh  have  sliown  that  laughter  ha 
a definite  effect  on  blood  pressure.  When  blood  pressui 
IS  abnormall.v  low,  laughter  tends  to  increase  it.  Bi 
when  subjects  suffering  from  high  blood  pressure  ha 
a good  laugh,  it  would  often  reduce  their  blood  pressui 
10  points  or  more. 

INTERNAL  ORGANS 
Dr.  Walsh  indicated  that  laughter  is  very  bene 
fmial  for  many  of  the  internal  organs  because  of  (1 
stepping  up  the  circulation  of  blood  to  tliem  and  (2 
by  the  vibratory  massage  it  produces. 

Laughter  has  the  advantage  over  other  medi-  , 
cines  in  that  it  is  more  pleasant  to  take:  there  is 
no  worry  about  an  overdose,  and  you  don’t  have  to 
pay  a specialist  or  buy  medicines.  But  undoubtedly 
the  most  important  rule  in  cultivating  the  habit  of 
laughter  is  this:  “Cultivate  the  habit  of  seeing  the 
humorous  side  of  things.  Don’t  let  life  get  you 
down.”

in  that  order. 

THE  COMMUNICATIONS  671 
class  chose  the  same  major  story 
with  the  integration  stoiy,  loss 
of  the  atomic  submarine  Thresh- 
er, Cooper’s  space  flight,  and  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  regard- 
ing the  Lord’s'Prayer  in  that  or- 
der as  their  top  five. 

In  the  Journalism  321  class 
they  chose  the  same  top  story 
followed  by  the  integration 
story,  the  nuclear  test  ban.  Coo- 
per’s space  flight,  and  the  Su- 
preme Court’s  ruling. 

STUDENTS  in  the  Journalism 
211  class  had  an  altogether  dif- 
ferent view  of  the  news.  They 
agreed  on  the  number  one  news 
story  but  after  that  they  chose 
the  Profumo  scandal,  the  Thresh- 
er tragedy.  Pope  John’s  death, 
and  the  integration  story  as  the 
five  best  news  stories. 

Tile  Communications  101  class 
chose  the  same  number  one 
story  but  added  the  story  of  De 
Gaulle  vetoing  British  member-* 
ship  in  the  European  Common 
Market  as  their  number  three 
story.  Second  choice  was  the  nu- 
clear test  ban,  fourth  was  Coo- 
per’s orbit,  and  fifth  was  the  in- 
tegration story. 

EVEN  THE  Daily  Universe 
staff  proved  to  be  neophytes 
when  compared  to  the  UPI  top 
ten.  After  the  first  choice  no  two 
choices  of  the  remaining  nine 
places  were  in  the  same  order. 

The  Universe  staff  chose  ai 
second  choice  the  Thresher  tra- 
gedy; third,  the  integration  story: 
fourth.  Pope  John’s  death;  fifth, 
the  assassination  of  Premier 
Diem  and  his  brother;  sixth 
Cooper’s  orbits;  and  seventh  the 
Supreme  Court  ruling  on  the  re- 
citing of  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

EIGHTH  CHOICE  of  the  staff 
was  the  nuclear  test  ban;  for 
ninth  place  they  rated  the  New 
York  newspaix;r  strike  which 
lasted  for  114  days  and  for  tenth 
it  was  a tie  between  the  Profumo 
scandal,  the  Fischer  quintuplets, 
and  the  story  of  the  two  men 
rescued  after  being  buried  for  14 
days  in  a Pennsylvania  coal  mine. 

Several  individuals  showed 
their  interest  in  sports  and  list- 
ed the  Dodger  World  Series  vic- 
tory as  ninth  and  tenth  choices.
